ESCONDIDO—A small group of 
parishioners of St. Mary parish here 
have helped nearly 400 people join or 
rejoin the Catholic Church in the last 10 
years and have given instructions inthe 
faith to more than 500. 


They belong to the Information 
Group Movement, an organization of 
lay men and women who desire to learn 
about their faith and share it with 
inquirers, most of whom are non- 
Catholics. 


ONCE AN INQUIRER is referred, 
usually by the. parish priests, to IGM 
one of about 15 members is assigned to 
the “tutoree”, as the inquirer is called. 


The tutor meets with tutoree in the 
person’s home for individualized 
instruction and discussion of the faith. 
The book, “Life in Christ: Instructions in 
the Catholic Faith,” is used in the 
instruction which is conducted in one- 
and-a-half-hour weekly sessions for 

_ about three months. 


Since IGM began at St. Mary’s in 
March 1970; members have instructed 
539 tutorees as of Jan. 1, 1980, 390 of 
whom have joined or rejoined the 
church.- More than 360 have been 
baptized. About 30 tutorees_ are 
currently receiving instruction. 

ST. MARY'S was the 10th IGM group 
started in the San Diego diocese where 
the movement was founded in 1968 by 
the late Jesuit priest Father John E. 
Odou. But according to the St. Mary's 
group, they are the only remaining IGM 
group in the diocese. 


This Sunday, May 4, St. Mary’s IGM 
will observe its 10th anniversary.

tutorees. 


One of the founding members, 
Duncan. Curry, says, “Of many 
endeavors they say ‘you get out of it 
what you put into it.’ Inthe case of IGM | 
feel that we get far more out of it than 
we put into it. Learning to- teach 
increases the members’ knowledge of 
Catholicism.” 


Teresa Garcia likewise feels she has 
benefited. “In teaching the faith and 
discussing our religion at IGM meet- 
ings, | have become a stronger 
Catholic.” 


IGM PRESIDENT Jim O’Brien says he 
feels he is “taking a more direct role in 
spreading God’s word.” He not only 
learns more about the faith through 
finding the answers to the tutoree’s 
questions, but “preparing for the 
classes keeps me constantly aware of 
my faith, and helps it become more a 
part of my life.” 


Kay Milier, a former tutoree now 
involved in IGM, says she not only 
benefited from the instruction of Dottie 
Curry, Duncan’s wife, “but also by the 
example of her faith.”

A VIEW OF THE POPE — A British Catholic journalist and 
author of a book on the Catholic Church said he views Pope 
John Paul Il. as an enlightened conservative seeking to 
bring Catholics together before leading them forward into 
a new era in the church’s life. “I feel he’s consolidating, 
hopefully, as a first step toward explicating the (Second 
Vatican) Council,” said Gerard Noel. 


ANOTHER VIEW OF POPE — Catholics of Eastern Europe 
and the Soviet Union are looking to Pope John Paul I! with 
profound hope. That is the opinion of eight scholars who 
met at the University of Notre Dame for a “Conference on 
the Impact of the Election of Pope John Paul Il on Catholic 
Churches in Eastern Europe and the Soviet Union.” 


‘SILENT REVOLUTION’ — Father Raul Comensanas, who 
left Cuba asa child under the Batista regime, told a rally of 
10,000 people in Union City, N.J., that the “silent 
revolution begun on Holy Saturday (April 5) in Havana 
cannot be abandoned by free men anywhere in the world.” 


CHINESE CHRISTIAN ZEAL— Chinese Christians “are 
rebuilding our temple with the same zeal as that of the Old 
Testament prophets,” according to a major Protestant 
document drafted in China. The document from the 
Standing Committee of the Christian Churches in China 
said a conference will be held in the near future toward 
that goal. 


COMMANDMENTS IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS — The 
Kentucky Supreme Court has upheld a state law requiring 
that a copy of the Ten Commandments be posted in public 
school classrooms. The Kentucky Civil Liberties Union 
said the ruling probably would be appealed to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 


CHRISTIANS AID CUBANS—Christian groups have 
been busy aiding the 320 Cuban refugees who arrived in 
Costa Rica. Nuns, priests and lay workers are among the 
many Costa Ricans and resident Cubans who have 
provided books, magazines, toys, cigarettes and clothing 
to the Cubans. 


CHURCH FIGHTS ATHEISM—The Catholic press and 
its official government counterpart in Yugoslavia have 
been battling over the value of atheism in national life. 
Archbishop Franjo Kuharic of Zagreb, Yugoslavia, began 
the current church-state debate by vigorously protesting 
against systematic atheism propaganda in the mass 
media and in schools. 


PREFERENTIAL TREATMENT OKAY — Harvard 
University president Derek Bok defended giving 
preferential treatment to minority applicants and opposed 
using university boycotts and disinvestments to respond 
to social injustices outside the campus. Bok spoke on “The 
Ethical Responsibility of a University” at Georectown 
University in Washington. 


DEATH PENALTY ‘RETHINKING’ —

_- abortion laws has forced Catholics in recent years to 
death penalty -

legislation, according to Bishop Rene Gracida of 
Pensacola-Tallahassee, Fla. 


ABORTION ARGUMENTS AIRED—As pro- and anti- 
abortion forces demonstrated outside, the Supreme Court 
heard oral arguments on whether Congress, through 
measures such as the Hyde Amendment, can 
constitutionally limit federal funding of abortion. The 
ruling is expected before the current term ends in either 
late June or early July. 


“CHURCH RACISM SEEN— Auxiliary Bishop Joseph A. 
Francis of Newark, N.J., said ina lecture series in Brooklyn 
that few American institutions have done less to combat 
internal racism than the Catholic Church. The 56-year-old 
prelate, who is black, was chairman of the bishops’ 
committee which drafted a pastoral on racism in 1979, 


“There is institutional racism in the Catholic Church in 
1980,” he said. “Itis well and alive and very few institutions 
in our country have done less to combat racism, given its 
mission to witness to Christ’s presence among us.”

The Ayatollah Sadegh Khalkhali, 
president of Iran’s Revolutionary Court, said in Teheran 
that the bodies would not be released to anyone acting for 
the U.S. government, but might be released to a third party 
such as a delegation from the Vatican. 


WORK WITH CHURCH, POPE SAYS — Pope John Paul 
urged Catholic teachers to seek an “active and respectful 
collaboration” with families and the church, their partners 
in a child’s total education.

Fight continues against ‘legal’ sex manual 


SAN DIEGO—Although a 
Superior Court judge ruled

UCSD students against 
abortion face expulsion

SAN DIEGO—One of the University of 
California, San Diego, student plaintiffs 
who lost the suit challenging the use of 
part of their registration fees to pay for 
abortions called the ruling “outrageous.” 


“The main thing missed in the news 
reports and in court is that the ruling gives 
court approval to the university for 
expelling students,” said Albin Rhomberg, 
a graduate student. 


“STUDENTS WERE initially expelled 
because we would not pay” the portion of 
the fees used to finance a student health 
insurance. plan that funded student 
abortions, Rhomberg said. 


“The judge comes back and says it is not 
an issue. That’s outrageous. They are 
asking us to pay for something we 
consider morally repugnant. 


“And now prospective students who are 
opposed to abortion can’t attend the 
university without violating their rights. | 
think that is shocking!” 


ON THURSDAY, April 24, Superior Court 
Judge Franklin B. Orfield ruled that the 
University of California Regents can 
legally authorize the use of students’ fees 
for health services including abortion and 
that this practice does not violate the 
plaintiffs’ religious beliefs or consciences. 

The judge said that the students’ 
participation in the health program which 
pays for abortions does not force them to 


endorse abortions. 


Solana Beach Attorney Burton Shamsky 
on behalf of the 59 plaintiffs he represents 
will ask Judge Orfield to reconsider his 
decision with emphasis on the fact that it 
authorizes the university to exclude 
students and prospective students who 
don’t want to help pay for abortions. 


THEY WILL ALSO appeal Orfield’s 
decision to the California Court of Appeals. 


Rhomberg, Margaret Patton and Susan 
Erzinger were the initial plaintiffs in the 
suit filed in 1977 after Rhomberg and 
Patton were disenrolled and Erzinger, an 
incoming freshman, was denied 
enrollment because of their refusal to pay 
for the mandatory student health 
insurance. ; 


A court ruling allowed the students to 


place that money in a court trust and they 


were admitted to the university except for 
Erzinger who refused. Since then 56 other 
students from UCSD and five other UC 
campuses have been admitted as 
plaintiffs. 


HOWEVER, 26 other students who 
recently tried to become plaintiffs and 
were not allowed by the court to do so, 
cannot place their fees in the court trust. 


Judge Orfield in the April 24 trial 
allowed the funds deposited in the trust to 
remain until another trial, scheduled for 
June 3, on the students’ third cause of 
action — mismanagement of registration 
fees.

The Catholic Church has long affirmed, 
for anyone willing to listen and heed, that 
the end does not justify the means. And 
the central core of every boycott is simply 
the threat of economic harm tothose who 
don’t comply with the boycotter’s 
demands. 


The plain name for that ugly kind of 
coercive demand is extortion. And such 
coercive demands are a far cry from 
Christ's “Blessed are the meek of heart” 
way. 

The tragedy is that a Catholic sincerely 
convinced that Nestle’s corporate profits 
are contributing to an_ irresponsible 
misconduct in the Third World countries 
that is killing infants could decide to 
refrain from purchasing. all of Nestle’s 
corporate products precisely to avoid even 
the small, incidental, and very remote 
contribution to that activity which any 
purchase would make. 


But the disposition and motivation for 
action described above is a far cry from 
the proposal that Catholics, or anyone else 
for any reason, should band together in 
order to inflict vast economic harm unless 
the chosen victim dances to the tune of 
their demands. That is not Catholicism; it 
is the absolute antithesis of Catholicism! 


There is a certain practical aspect that 
would be quite similar in immediate effect 
if there are enough dedicated followers of 
Christ. But there is also a rather crucial 
difference in the means chosen to reach 
the goal of saving lives that has rather 
longer-range effects.

A bill to require parental consent for 
teen-age abortions has cleared its first 
committee in what promises to be a 
tortuous journey through the state 
legislature. 


But if the eloquence of Dr. James J. Rue, 
key witness before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, is as effective in the lower 
house hearings, there may be a chance to 
overcome the strong opposition. 


THE LEGISLATION is Senate Bill 1814, 
authored by Sen. John G. Schmitz (R- 
Corona Del Mar). The bill would require 
either parental consent or superior court 
approval for an abortion for a minor. 


“It is my conclusion,” said Dr. Rue, “that 
SB 1814 will promote adolescent maturity 
and generate family cohesiveness, as the 
state reaffirms parental entitlement to the 
responsible exercise of their fundamental 

rights of guidance and support for their 
‘minor children.” a;

“YES, DRUGS AND ALCOHOL are major 
concerns of today’s parents. Our daughter 
admits to five years of doing drugs. Today 
she is involved in a drug rehabilitation 
program which has never heard of a 
‘graduate.’

Bill seeks parental consent for minors’ abortions 
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education, and research organization 
founded in 1958. He is also associate 
professor of family relations at California 
State University, Los Angeles. 


“IN VIRTUALLY all cases where a 
pregnant minor has sought professional 
help from me, | have encouraged parental 
notification and consent,” Dr. Rue told the 
committee. “In over 90 percent of these 
cases, the results have been beneficial for 
the minor, her parents, and her future 
family relationships...” 


The legislation is supported by 
California Pro-Life Council and Right to 
Life League of Southern California. 
Supporting witnesses included Julia 
Campion, a young San Francisco mother, 
and Robert G. Holderness, a Sacramento 
attorney. 


Sen. Schmitz declared that his primary 


concern in attempting to change the-new - 
‘liberal abortion laws is “the life and death 


of the unborn.” The senator is up against 
powerful forces in the legislative corridors 
in Sacramento. : 


“You said, ‘The child who is busy 
practicing music’ — and ours was —‘simp- 
ly doesn’t have time for drugs or alcohol.’ 
How | wish it were true. A child doesn’t 
necessarily become aimless because of 
her home.

Proponents of SB 1814 answer the 
constitutional challenge by saying that in 
the Bellotti v. Baird decision against a 
Massachusetts abortion law the U.S. 
Supreme Court set forth the circum- 
stances under which it would approve 
legislation requiring parental or court 
approval before a minor could obtain an 
abortion and that 1814 complies. 


Regardless of whether or not SB 1814 is 
constitutional, the politics indicate the 
Assembly will not treat the legislation very 
kindly. 


ASSEMBLYMAN Patrick J. Nolan (R- 
Glendale) introduced AB 2956, identical 
to the Schmitz bill. But Nolan has dropped 
the legislation, facing a quick defeat in the 
lower house.

Of course, 
anger does not always wait to be invited 
and the involuntary surge of emotion may 
take us by surprise. The real question is 


when, if ever, a person is justified in letting - 


anger continue— and wallowing in it. 


Most of us will remind ourselves as we 
struggle for control that even Jesus was 
angry. He demonstrated anger against the 
Pharisees, the money changers and those 


who abused their fellow men and women. 


THE WORDS HE USED tocastigate them 
were not at all polite or complimentary, 
although they were truthful. And the wrath 
of God is a recurrent theme in the Old 
Testament. Even Jesus implies it in many 
of the parables. 


And yet his gospel is one of love and 
forgiveness and his image of his Father 
one of utter compassion. There seems to 


be a contradiction and yet we know that. 


cannot be so. For St. Paul, the anger of God 
was a Corollary of his justice and directed 
only’ against those who impede the 
peg of the gospel and reject the Son 
of God. 


It is part and parcel of divine patience 
and mercy and always aimed at correction

The theme should be a familiar one to our 


- readers. It is found so frequently in the 
’ Scriptures. But this has to be one of its 


more compelling expressions. 


‘Already at the time of {srael’s formation 
as God’s people at Mt. Sinai they began to 
think of Him as dwelling in some way in 
their midst. The ark of the covenant was 
the symbol of His presence. God was said 
to be “enthroned upon the cherubim” (1 
Samuel 4:4), the angel-like figures 
associated with the ark. 

WHEN DAVID HAD captured Jeru- 
salem and made it his capital, one of 
his first projects was to build a temple for 
the Lord, a place where He could dwell

and renewal. Like a wise, loving parent, 
God chides, corrects and directs. 


SOMETIMES, WHEN ARROGANCE or 
transigence or just plain weakness turns 
us away into evil-doing, he will allow us to 
face the consequences of our actions and 
make restitution, however personally 
traumatic that may be. Pride is never a 
factor in the anger of Jesus or his Father. 
Reaction to personal injury is not its cause. 


The wrath of God is always compassion 
in disguise. Properly speaking it is not 
anger at all, but a realistic assessment of 
our needs and untapped potential. 


We do not see it that way always, 
because we are like children who see 
anger in disciplines which are anchored in 
love and concern for our proper 
development. 


WE CAN BE HURT and angered when 
certain courses we follow lead to disaster, 
even though common sense should have 
warned us and very likely good-meaning 
friends have. In many cases the 


‘punishment we suffer is self-inflicted. 


The difference between human anger 
and divine is motive. Alas, our anger is 
most often subjective. Someone we have 
put faith in disappoints us badly. Our 


God's dwelling among 


among His people. As David observed to 


‘the prophet Nathan, “Here | am living ina 


house of Cedar, while the ark of God dwells 
in a tent” (2 Samuel 7:2). 


The biblical authors had no crass 
conception of God's dwelling with Isaiah. 
The Deuteronomist, in fact, deliberately 
avoids any such understanding by 
referring to the temple as the place which 
God chose “as the dwelling place for his 
name” (Deuteronomy 12:11). 

While God's “name” is a reference to His 
person and thus indicates the reality of the 
divine presence, it is a way of denying that 
the temple contains the Lord as in a box. 

THE MOST SINGULAR and awesome 
form of God’s presence was, of course, in 


' Jesus Christ. John put that most starkly 


when he wrote, “The Word became flesh 
and made his dwelling among us...” 
(1:14). 
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What lies behind a Christian’s anger? 


cherished Causes, our opinions, are 
dismissed; our reputation challenged. . 


Frustration, error, impotency—there 
are any number of reasons our ire is 
raised. We may be aroused by waste of a 
person or a resource; by injustice, by 
wounded pride. 


BUT JESUS’ ANGER WAS different and 
God's intervention always salvic and 
protective. It is we who endanger ourlives 
and souls and worlds. The cataclysmic 
happenings-we call acts of God are usually 
more the natural consequence of 
universal disharmony than divine causes. 


Left to our own devices we are quite 
capable of bringing about our own 
destruction either on an intimate or a 
global scale. In fact, we seem bent on 
doing so. 


One glance at the television screen or 
daily newspaper can point up the climate 
of anger and distrust, envy and hatred with 
which we distort our world. 


WHAT GOD DOES IS TO permit us to be 
shaken from time to time and brought to 
our sense through betrayal, tragedy, 
pain. One way or another we need to be 
shorn of the delusions and deprived of the 
idols we build for ourselves and brought

People are often angry at God for things 
that are more their own fault than his—or 
no one’s fault— because in a strange way 
they know that they are being challenged 
and called to accountability.

Thenitis easier to project the anger onto 
someone near at hand, someone who can 
be blamed for what might not be their 
fault, rather than face the unpleasant fact 
that we have brought trouble onto 
ourselves. 


ANGER CAN BEA GooD release valve to 
emotions we do not fully understand, but 
we need to vent it objectively and not focus 
it on another person. Whatever someone 
else may have done to us, we are the only 
persons responsible for our anger. 


So if we are going to be angry, “let it not 
be with sin.” Let it not be at another 
person, not even ourselves. Let it be what it 
is—just anger, just a feeling, just a 
reaction that is no one’s fault but our own.

Pope to visit six African 
nations in 11-day trip 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— The schedule for 
Pope John Paul II's trip to Africa, May 2-12, 
includes two visits to leprosariums, the 
ordination of several bishops, baptism 
and confirmation ceremonies and the 
laying of a cornerstone for a new 
cathedral. 


The 11-day, six-nation tour also features 
a boat trip across the Congo River, at least 
11,500 air miles and more than 50 
speeches, mostly in French. In terms of 
days, it is the longest scheduled papal visit 
abroad in modern history. 


IN AFRICA, Pope John Paul is scheduled 
to visit Zaire, the Congo, Kenya, Ghana, 
Upper Volta, and the Ivory Coast. 


The six countries, all tropical, span 
about 3,500 miles across central Africa, 
from the Indian Ocean to the south 
Atlantic. 


In the Regina Coeli talk April 27, the 
pope described his African trip as a 
“pilgrimage to the hearts of those people 
who in notable measure have already 
accepted the Gospel and are always open 
to accept it.” 


THE POPE asked prayers for the 
success of “my new pastoral trip to 
Africa.” — 


“The fact of being able to visit the people 
of black Africa in their own countries, in 
their own sovereign states, as. rulers of 
their own land and destinies, is a reason 
for great joy,” he added. 


“As a son of a nation in which history 
demonstrates the price of liberty, | go with 
even greater joy toward those people of the 
African continent who only recently have 
enjoyed their own independence and 
sovereignity.”

Trainees learn to serve peers

EL CENTRO—Georgina Dern walks 
about nine miles into town occasionally 
when there is no other way to get to work. 
The 17-year-old Seeley resident is among 
young persons involved in community 
development through a new program 
begun by Catholic Community Services 
here. : 

Georgina’s job-as a group leader is a 
position established by the Peer- 
Involvement Training Program. The nine- 
month program, funded for $190,000 
through the Comprehensive Educational 
Training Program (CETA), is the result ofa 
proposal by John Graykowski, CCS 
director, and Sally Hewitt, CCS grant 
writer. 


THE PEER-INVOLVEMENT Training 
Program was implemented in January by 
director Peggy Devoy and works out of a 
storefront office on 452 4th St. in El 
Centro. 


“It was set up for young persons 
between 16 and 21 who for some reason 
were not successful after graduation from 
high school,” said Mrs. Devoy. 

Currently 20 persons are undergoing 
training to prepare them for entry into job 
positions in social service programs in this 
desert community. 


“AT THE END OF nine months our goal is 


to provide skilled paraprofessionals — 


qualified to work in any agency in the 
Imperial Valley,” Mrs. Devoy explained. 


The trainees are working in five 
categories: peer counselors, administra- 
tive aides, group leaders, community 
outreach workers, and community 
resource developers. 


A cross-section of Imperial Valley 
communities are represented by the

THE PROGRAM TRAINEES already have 
provided a survey for CCS which assesses 
the needs of the Imperial Valley. In 
addition, they operated a referral service 
for Imperial Valley youths seeking help. 


“They are very sensitive to their peers’ 
problems. Many of them work with 
volunteer groups. It’s interesting to see the 
changes and response to the program and 
group as a whole,” said Mrs. Devoy. 


Matthew. Culton, administrative aide to 
Mrs. Devoy, said the program has 
benefitted not only the community but 
community youths as well. 


“THEY'LL PROBABLY come to us for 
help and listen to us more than to an older 
person. We've been there and know the 
problems. We also know what agency to 
send them to for help,” he said. 


The trainees have covered various areas 
of social work including counseling, 
budgeting, drug and gang problems, and 
other related subjects. Speakers from 
various agencies have also visited the 
trainees. 


Several of the trainees are working with 
such groups as the Imperial Valley 
Association for the Retarded, the School 
for Exceptional Children, the Central 
Union High School Day Care Center, the 
Calipatria senior citizens and other 
organizations. 


They have also studied such areas as 
Heber which lacks recreation programs. 


“They look at what assistance is needed 
to get such a program started,” Mrs. Devoy 
said.

12-year-old boy tells of flight from Cuba 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica (NC) —“No, | 
didn’t say goodbye to my chums at 
school. | just told my teacher my 
mother needed me and they let me 
go,” said 12-year-old Genaro Perez. 


“On the way home she wouldn't tell 
me what was so important. ‘Wait until 
we get home,’ she kept saying. Once 
home, she told me to get a few things 
so we could go to the (Peruvian) 
embassy and try to leave Cuba,” he 
said. 


GENARO’S MOTHER asked him 
what he thought about leaving. 


“Fine, Mom. What about Dad?” he 
said. e 

“lam leaving a note for him to try 
and join us,” she told her son. 


Genaro was lucky. His father, 
Genaro Perez Sr., a 37-year-old taxi 
driver, got the message and all three 
are now in Costa Rica after receiving 
permission to leave Cuba. 


The 12-year-old described his life in 
Cuba. 


“| ATTENDED the school’s second 
shift in the afternoon. There are too 
many kids and not enough teachers 
and schools. We learned English, 
math, biology, physics, history, and 
grammar,” he said. 


Genaro was a member of a Cuban 
youth movement called the Pioneers. 


“! went with the rest to the fields to 
work there for 45 days. It was hard 
work, but it was the only way to get 
ahead and gain points,” added 
Genaro. 

HIS MOTHER, 32-year-old Gloria 
Santana de Perez, described the 
Pioneers.

“The Pioneers are the first stage of 
the communist pyramid. They tie a 
bandana on the kids and tell them 
they have to work hard, study and be 
loyal for the revolution,” she said. 


“They told us about the revolution 


‘and said that as a carryover from the 


old days there were still people who 
believed in God, but that this was silly. 
God was not for real,” said Genaro. 


“BUT | KNOW heis for real because 
my grandmother told me all about 
him. She read stories from the old 
Bible she kept,” he added. 

“We had a nice home with enough 
room. But my four cousins live in one 
room plus a kitchenette and 
bathroom. My uncle tried to get a real 
home for as long as | can remember 
and works extra hours. But the 
government said nothing was 
available,” said the youth. .« 


The uncle has little influence with 
the communists because he kept 
himself outside of politics, said the 
senior Perez. 

THE PEREZES do not know if they 
will stay long in Costa Rica. Their 
permanent country of residence has 
not been determined yet. 

Another refugee child is 11-year- 
old Maria Luisa Miraval. 

“Don’t ask me about God. Ask me 
about Marx or Fidel (Castro). That and 
labor relations is what we learned in 
school,” she told reporters. 


“They told us about Russia and how 
it helped Cuba and other countries,” 
she added. 

“| SAID GOODBYE to my class- 
mates. But you should have seen the

Her classmates told her things 
would get better in Cuba. “But | kept 
telling them | really wanted to be 
free,” she said. 


“Yankee imperialism is what they 
teach in school about the United 
States. They say the Yankees kill 
people without compassion in other 
countries and that is why Fidel tries to 
get rid of them,” added Maria. 


“RELIGION? Well this boy in class 
was very religious and belonged tothe 
Jehovah's Witnesses. His religion did 
not allow him to sing the national 
anthem or salute the flag or wear the
